be warehoused for exportation only, and what part, if any, 
is intended for exportation, and what surplus stores remain 
on board, and, if a British ship, what foreign-made sails or 
cordage are in use on board ; and the master of any ship who 
shall tail to make such report, or who shall make a false 
report, shall forfeit 100/. (*)— S. 7.

ne attention of pa*$enger$ arriving from the Contimemi is 
drawn to the following regulations respecting the examina^ 
tion of Imggage. 

Attendance u given at the different baggage warehooses in 

London, as follows : —

Tbe Custom House, tober, from 8 o'clock a.m. until 

bt« Katherine's Wharf, " 7 o'clock p.m. ; and from 1st No-

Blackwall* j o'clock a.m. until 5 o^clock p.m. 

Attendance is given at the outports where Post-office 
packets are stationed, or passag^e vessels employed, from 
eight o'clock in the morning until eight o'clock in the even- 
ins:, throughout the vear, in case the arrival of any vessel 
with passengers shall render such attendance necessary. 
Also, where dispatch may be required on the arrival of 
ambassadors, foreign ministers, officers charged with paUie 
despatches, Queen's messengers, and other persons in the 
employ of Government, the proper officers are io give imme- 
diate attendance at all times, and, when necessary, the like 
attendances' are to be given upon the departure of any vessel 
with passengers. 

In the event of vessels arriving with passengers when the 
examining officers are not in attendance, the Tide Surveyor^ 
being the visiting officer to the ship, will examine any

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trifling quantity of wearing apparel only^ and deliver the 
same to such passengers as may require it. 

After all the baggage shall have been landed, those passen- 
gers having only single packages will be entitled to have 
them first examined ; the remaining passengers will then be 
called into the examination room in rotation, according to 
the list furnished by the captain ; therefore, to ensure regu- 
larity, passengers should see that their names are properly 
inserted therein. All wearing apparel, and articles not sub- 
ject to duty, after being examined, will be immediately deli- 
vered, provided the apparel has been worn, and not made up 
for the purpose of being introduced into this country without 
payment of the proper duties. When passengers have no 
articles liable to duty, it will not be necessary for them to 
incur the expense of employing an agent to clear their bag- 
gage, as the same will be examined without any expense 
whatever, on account of such examination, by the proper 
officers of the Customs. Dutiable articles (not bein^ mer- 
chandise) will be delivered to passengers immediately after 
examination, on the amount of duties due thereon being 
deposited with such accredited person in the several baggage 
warehouses as may be authorized to receive the same, and 
also a small sum for passing the entry ; (except at Folkstone 
and Ramsgate, where the latter charge is not made by the 
clerk to the South Eastern Railway Uompany ;) passengers 
may, however, pass their own entries, or employ their own 
agent, but this course will be attended with delay, as no 
credit can be given in such cases. 

Books, plate, or other articles upon which drawback might 
have been received, will be delivered on the declaration of 
the passenger that no drawback was received thereon. In 
cases where articles (not being merchandise) are liable to 
duty, and the proprietors do not wish to clear the same, or 
where the goods are prohibited, such proprietors will be 
allowed, either to abandon them, or to leave them in the 
Queen's warehouse for a period of six months, in order to 
give them an opportunity of taking them back without pay- 
ment of duty« These regulations are to be confined to cases 
where there is no improper proceeding, or attempt to unship 
or land articles without the knowledge of the officers. AU 
goods so unshipped or landed, and all articles found concealed 
or made up in any way, in order to deceive the officers, will 
be forfeited, together with the goods packed with them ; and 
every person concerned in such transactions will be liable to 
a penalty of 100/., or treble the value of the goods. 

If it shall appear that ^ny licensed agent has charged 
parties for Customs' duties, or other disbursements, more than 
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he has actually paid, the Board will take measures for with- 
drawing his licence, and for putting his bond in suit. 

Passengers are particularly requested to observe, that all 
merchandise brought with their baggage is liable to seizure; 
such goods must be regularly reported and entered, and the 
regulations of the law, in all respects, strictly complied with. 
If any passenger shall, upon being questioned by the proper 
officer of Customs, deny that he or she has any goods liable 
to duty in his or her possession, and such goods be subse- 
quently discovered, they will be liable to seizure, and the 
?assenger to a penalty of treble the value thereof. — B. 0. 24th

that the said acts should be consolidated : be it therefore 
enacted, that from and after the passing of this act the same 
shall come into, and be, and continue in full force for the 
purposes therein mentioned, except where otherwise directed. 



Appointment of warehousing ports and warehou$es,'^li 
shall l>e lawful for the Lords of the Treasury to appoint the 
ports in the United Kingdom which shall be warehousing 
ports, (') and fur the Commissioners of Customs to appoint in 
what warehouses or places of special security or of ordinary 
security, {*) ^oods may be warehoused without payment oif 
duty upon the first entry thereof, or for exportation only in 
cases wtiere the same may be lirohibited to be imported for 
home use, and also direct in what cases bond shall be required 
in respect of any warehouse so appointed by them. — S. 2. 

Warehjousen of special s^curiYy .-^Warehouses of special 
security to be so stated on their appointment: warehouses 
connected with wharfs and within walls, and being appointed 
to be legal quays, shall without any order of the Commis-

VAULTS. 

7th. A brick arch shall be continued to the entrances of 
such vaults; and there shall be strong doors at such en- 
trances, furnished with screw staples and hasps, and secured 
in the same manner as the fastenings to the doors of the 
bonding warehouses, and such entrance doors shall be imme- 
diately from a public street or lane, so that the officers may 
at all times be enabled to approach the same, for the purpose 
of examining the locks and fastenings thereon, without pass- 
ing through any other doors or gates. 

8th. The holes for the admission of air into such ware- 
houses and vaults shall not exceed nine inches in diameter, 
and shall be secured by two stout cross iron bars deeply fixed 
in the brick-work.

Such ponds shall have a strong wood fence, ten feet 
in height, erected on the top of the banks as their boundary; 
and the entrance thereof shall be secured by stout booms, 
with proper fastenings for the Queen's lock. 

Lastly, the situation of all such warehouses, vaults, yards, 
and ponds shall not exceed one thousand yards from the 
Custom-house ; (^) and there shall be no private communica- 
tion therewith whatever. 

Warehouses and cellars to be approved only for the general 
accommodation of the trade of the port. — B. O. 26 August,

In cases where goods cannot conveniently be weighed net, the 
reigbt of package* all internal wrappers, papers, strings, &c., 
hould be deducted fi^m the gross to produce net weight : this is 
armed taring. 

Taring is determined in several ways : — Ist. By an Actual Tare, 
ir turning out the goods and taking the weight of each package 
md enclosure from the gross. This is performed by Landing 
SiTaiters, all other descriptions of Tare being settled and written 
iff in words at length witn initials and date by Landing Surveyors. 

fndly. By Average, thus:— For packages varying little from 
sadi other, a limited portion being selected by the landing officers, 
md their contents turned out, thev are tared by the Landing 
lurveyor, aud an average struck that is allowed for the whole 
mmber. 

Srdly. By per Centage, thus: — When packajy^es vary consider- 
ibly one from another in their gross weights, but the goods bear a 
vlative proportion, it is usual to select a few together of average 
{TOM weight ; turn out, tare, and convert this into either a per 
seotage or a per package rate, to be applied as before. 

4tbl7. An Allowed Tare is one agreed upon between the I^and- 
ing Surveyor and the merchant, or his agent, and may be either 
per package, per cent., or by proportionate deduction. 

Athly. A Super Tare is a special allowance granted for increase of 
weight of package, &c. from water imbibed by it in a leaky ship ; 
«, when gross weight regulates the tare, from [)art of the con- 
tents being washed out, as in the case of sugar in casks.

Britain and of Prussia do now or may hereafter give their 
Kpaetive subjects the privilege of copyright, shall, with re^ 
m to any such works or articles first published in either 
^the two States, enjoy in the other the same privilege of 
opyright as would by law be enjoyed by the author, in- 
•Qtor, designer, or engraver of a similar work, if first pub- 
ihed in such other state ; together with the same legal re- 
adies and protection against piracy and unauthorized 
publication. 

Article II.— No person shall, in either country, be entitled

Whereas by an Act passed in the session of parliamen 
in the fifth and sixth years of the reign of her present '. 
intituled ** An Act for regulating the Carriage of Faasc 
Merchant Vessels," it is amongst other things provided, 
said Act shall not extend to any ship carrying less thi 
passengers, and it is expedient that the said Act should bo i

I. Licensed DistUlers in England may Warehouse BriHsh SpirUsM 
home use ufilhout paf/ment of die duty, till delivered oui. — From iai 
after the passing of this Act every licensed distiller in EiiglwJ 
may warehouse for home consumption any spirits distilled \f 
him, without payment of the duty of Excise charged thereto 
subject to the payment of the full duty of Excise payable « 
British spirits distilled in England before any such spirits an 4s* 
livered out of any warehouse for consumption in England. 

II. Spirits Warehoused in one part of the United Kingdom sMf If 
removed to another upon payment of duty on deficiencies, for home WH^ . 
Estportation, or for Ships'* Stores, — All spirits distilled and wv^ 
housed without payment of duty in any approved waruhuKi^ 
may, at the desire and risk of the distiller thereof, and on pi^* 
ment of the duties on all deficiencies found before the remfnl 
thereof, (or if such warehouse be a general warehouse, as herrfi-, 
after described, and the spirits have been transferred thenb'

XY. Spirits may be- Warehoused for Exportation, or for Ships*

Wanhousekeeper* s receipt^ — Every licensed distiller in England, 
Scotland, or Ireland, may warehouse for exportation, or for ships*

XXV. Definition of Spirits, — For the purposes of tUl 
Act, and of all otlier Acts relating to the revenue of Exdi^ 
the word ^' Spirits " shall, in addition to the denominatioa ef 
spirits of different distillations now defined by law, include tsd 
mean all mixtures, compounds, preparations, or commoditici 
into the manufacture of which spirits enter as the basis or pna* 
cipal ingredient in all cases in which the duty of Excise has not 
been paid upon the spirits from or with which such miztoro^ 
compounds, or commodities have been manufactured. 

XXVI. Goods subject to Excise regulations may be remaoeifitB

of the alteration. 

3rd. That the re-packing book be then returned by 
the landing- waiter to the Warehousing department, 
where the particulars of the new account, as returned 
by the landing-waiter, are to be recorded in the ge- 
neral registers, deducting from the original entry the 
total number of original packages which have been 
re-packed, with the net weight of the new ones, charg- 
ing the duty upon the relative proportion of the deh- 
ciency on such portion of the goods as may be cleared 
for home use, carrying the same to the old account in 
full discharge thereof, and taking care that the duty 
on such denciency be fully paid before any order is 
issued for the delivery of any part of the re-packed 
goods, which may then be permitted, under the same 
regulations as are observed in respect of the delivery 
of packages that have not been repacked.^ B. 0. 20th 
February, 1824.
